"They said I could not be a candi- 


date (for United States Senator) be- 
cause my name was placed before the 
Silver Convention fop Governor, in 
this town. They said that I had en- 
dorsed the platform—had endorsed 
every syllable set forth in it. Mr. 
Comins, a neighbor of mine in White 
Piue, was representing my interests at 
this convention. A few days before Alves, J 
his departure for Reno, in the coarse 
of a conversation, he asked me if he 
should use my name for Governor of 
this State. I told him I would accept 
the nomination for Governor in the 
Silver Convention, bnt I said: 'Mr. 
Comins, on the condition that you 
do not endorse that platform for me,' 
and Mr. Comins came to Reno and 
made my fight. 


"Some days after the Convention a 


friend told ma that such and such a 
man bad endorsed saoli a platform in 
my name. I enquired of Mr. Comins 
about it and was told by him that the 
report was false. I bad told him some 
time before in the course of our con- 
versation that I would accept the nom- 
ination from the party that would 
favor a Home Rule platform and elect 
bonafidi citizens of the State of Ne- 
vada to fill our offices. But I never 
told any man in the world and no one 
had any authority to present my name 
upon that Silver platform whose prin- 
ciples I would have to endorse. I have 
talked with several gentlemen, notably 
Judge Cheney, who heard Mr. Co- 
mins in his nominating speech, and 
Judge Cheney says that never, by in- 
•iauatton or otherwise, did he endorse 
the platform for me or for himself." 


Let as submit this stuff to a little 


searching inquiry. The man who as- 
pires to a seat in the United States 
Senate from Nevada ought to be logi- 
cal at least; for success in that body 
depends far more upon logic than 
upon poetry, and the man who would 
wish to occupy fhe seat of William M. 
Stewart, and beside Jonn P. Jones, will 
be Judged by no light atandard. 


Mr. Cleveland, in the foregoing, as- 


serts that he authorized hia friand 
Senator Comine, previous to the Sil- 
ver Party Convention, to present hia 
name as a candidate for Governor, bat 
specifically enjoined him from endors- 
ing the platform. This shows a com- 
placent belief in the gullibility of the 
Silver Party which is anything but 


^ 
complimentary; or, if otherwise, then 
a confidence in a popularity sufficient 
to override the platform which seems 
to have been anything bnt well found- 
ed, judging, aa we mast, by the vote 
received by Mr. Cleveland in that Con- 
vention for Governor. And that vote 
waa cast under favorable circumstan- 
ces to him of a belief in the convention, 
that a man who comes before a con- 
vention for a nomination, after the 
platform id read, eudorsea that plat- 
farm by virt je of his candidacy, even 
if he does not perform the specific act 
or say the specific words of ondorae- 
ineut. For it is presumed that if he 
secures the nomination he wUl 
upon the platform. 


But the moat remarkable incon- 


gruity of Mr. Cleveland's rteffuse is 
IIIH readiness to throw the mantle cf 
goilt upon his friend, and the agent of 
his candidacy for Governor, Senator 
Com ins. If, as he alleg-ee, he accom- 
panied the permission to use hia name 
M a candidate for that office with the 
above mentioned instructions with re- 
gard to the platform, is it not a remark- 
Kble fact that Senator Oomlne, a man 
hitherto of unimpeachable fidelity', 
•boaId have acted in the capacity of 
Chairman of the Platform Committee 
of the Silver Convention, and, forget- 
ting the matters BpeoiUc.illy enjoined 
upon him by the man whose fight he 
was making, reported and signed, a.s 
•acb Chairman, a plaUorm paying 
Senator William M. Stewart disting- 
Qished compliments for his great ser- 
vices to the State and Nation, specific- 
ally endorsing him as the candidate of 
the Silver Party for United States Sen- 
ator, and pledging the nominees rC the 
Silver Party to his support. 


And than, to cap the climax of in- 


fidelity, presenting the name of Hoc. 
A C. Cleveland, contrary to the alleged 
Instructions given him, aa a candidate 
for the nomination for Governor.

The preparation of unfermentedgrap 


juice has attracted the attention of peo- 
ple to the preservation of the juices of 
other fruits in cans and bottles. This 
can be accomplished very easily, and 
the juices -will keep for a year or more 
without \vorking or souring. The meth- 
od employed by manufacturers who sup- 
ply druggists with their clear fruit 
juices is a good one. The Juices are first 
expressed'and then gently heated just 
below the boiling point and kept so for 
15 minutes, which will destroy all fer- 
menting agents. Meanwhile the bottles 
in which the juices are to be kept are 
heated also. The juice is filtered through

" A -woman who is fond of dainty dishes 
that look as well as they taste and taste 
as good as they look tells of a salad 
which invariably calls forth expressions 
of delight from the hungriest or mosl 
aesthetic guest. Cucumbers are the base 
from which this cool dainty grows, and 
the bigger and riper they are the better. 
A piece is out ofl one side of each cu- 
cumber, and the inside is scooped out, 
leaving the shell clean, empty and re 
sembling a canoe in appearance. Baw 
tomatoes and hot little onions are cut 
in small pieces and mixed with the sot 
part of the cucumber, the whole beinj 
dreaeed with Mayonnaise dressing and 
put in the cucumber shells. These are

than men. Out of the maJey thousands 
who perish in their duty toward their 
masters_only few return home to spend 
their lives in the ease and honor they 
deserve. One warhorse, however, which 
made a splendid record for himself and 
now has his virtues, name and noble 
deeds engraved on a fitting tombstone 
was Copenhagen, the horse the great 
Duke of Wellington rode at the battle 
of Waterloo. 


Nine years after the Emperor Na- 


poleon died at St. Helena an old white 
horse perished of old age and pneumonia 
in England. The skeleton of the animal 
is set tip in the Boyal Service institu- 
tion, and to all visitors it is pointed out 
as Marengo, the charger Napoleon rode 
at the battle of Waterloo. Marengo 
came originally from Egypt and was 
left to wander on the dismal battlefield 
when the emperor was forced to fly for 
his life. An English officer found and 
took him, and he was sold to a general 
in the British army. In English pas- 
tures, cared for by kindly grooms, this 
noble horse passed the latter years of 
bis life far more peacefully and happily 
than his great and unfortunate master.
